PRAIRIE TO EDSON

“Tt will be impossible for settlers lo 
take their own outfits over the Edson- 
Grande Prairie road before July or 
August,” said Mr. J, B. Tafl, the only 
man to get through to the big Smoky 
river with a wagon, speaking to the 
Capital this morning. Mr. Taft came 
to Edmonton from Edson last night 
after completing a round trip to Grande 
Prairie with the stage which he has 
placed in operation over the road. 

“Settlers will have to wait until the 
road settles after the spring rains and 
the grass is good" continued Mr. Taft 
“at present there is no feed to be had 
along the trail. On the first trip over 
the road with our stage I left Edson on 
April 17th. 

“The stage was drawn by four large 
horses. Following it up was another 
wagon drawn by four horses and carry- 
ing horse feed for the trip. I expected 
to find horse feed at Steurgeon lake 
on my arrival there but the people from 
whom I had ordered it though I was 
joking when I said T was going to start 
a stage line in the spring, and even 
though I had left the money for the 
horse feed, they did not deliver it.” 

Mr. Taft was forced to buy rolled 
oats to feed his teams on the return 
journey to Edson, No passengers 
came back with him, On the trip up, 
he had crossed the rivers on the ice 
but when he returned the ice had gone 
out and the piers of the bridge across 
the Little Smoky river had been wash- 
ed out, He finally found a place where 
he could ford the stream and crossed 
with some difficulty. The second load 
of passengers: for Grande Prairie left 
Edson on -May..1st.. No stage has left 
Edson as yet this week but Mr. Taft 
will go oul again as: soon as he, can 
make the necessary arrangements for 
the trip. ;

sengers during the remainder of the 
journey. The government has agreed 
to place all the gangs of workmen on 
the south end of the road so that the 
highway may be completed as they g0 
along.

At present there are light gangs of 
workmen engaged in pulting the trail 
in shape, Two gangs are working 
south of the Athabasca river.

Mr. Taft states that the road is in 
fair condition as far north as the Toney 
river 40 miles north of the Athabasca, 
Those in charge of the road building 
have experienced some difficulty in 
holding their gangs together. 

It is stated that nearly the whole 
transient population of Edson is seek- 
ing to get to Grande Prairie and the 
easiest method of gaining the desired 
end is found to be to get.a job with 
l the Alberta government on. Grande 
Prairie road construction. 

Ten'miles out of Edson there is quite 
a settlement of settlers who were 
stranded on the way. At the Atha- 
basca river, quite a litle town has 
sprung up, peopled by stranded settlers 
who are wailing for belter roads. These 
people have lost @ great many horses, 
At Moose Creek, 20 miles south of the 
Sturgeon river there are ten settlers’ 
outfits, ‘ . 

The work 6f repairing the damage ta 
| the bridge at the Little Smokey river 
is now under way and'the bridge will 
be ready for traffic as soon as the road 
is settled afler the- June rains, The 
bridge was not: completed when the 
wash out occurred, 

A cable for the ferry to be installed 
at the ecrosisng of the Big Smokey river 
is now stranded at a point sevaral miles 
south of Sturgeon lake.

FAVOR THE SINGLE TAX 
FORK RURAL DISTRICTS 


EXECUTIVE OF THE ALBERTA LOCAL IMPROVEMENT 
DISTRICTS ASSOCIATION CALLS ON PREMIER 
SIFTON AND URGES CHANGE IN LAW. 


To urge upon the provincial govern- 
ment the need for early introduction of 
a bill to create rural municipalities with 
wide powers, in place of the present 
local improvement disiricis, the execu- 
tive of the Alberta Local Improvement 
Nistricts association waited on Pre- 
mier Sifton yesterday. They obtain- 
ed from.the premier assurances that 
arural municipalities bill will be forth- 
coming early in the session of 19114, 
and in conversation with the Capital 
expressed confidence that powers as 
wide, -in afl_prohability, -as they de- 
sired, would be conferred upon the 
municipalitles by the new legislation. 

The resolution calling for the pro- 
duction of a bill providing local gov- 
ernment in the rural districts, was car- 
ried at the convention of the local im- 
provement districts association in Nov- 
ember -last. 

EK. J. Fream, who besides being a 
member of the local improvement dis- 
tricts association is secretary of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, declared: to 
a Capital reporter that the residents of 
rural districts were eager to obtain 
powers of local self government, ‘At 
(he present time,’’ said he, ‘tall that a 
local improvement district can do is to 
levy a tax of not more than 5 cents 
an acre upon land, spend the money 
if they like upon roads, put into force 
the noxious weeds act, if they like, ap- 
point a weed inspector, and spend any 
sum up to $75 per annum on gopher 
poison. 

“The act whieh to be brought 
down next session will, we hope, do 
away entirely with the present local 
improvement districts, and create in 
their stead rural municipalities, with a 
reeve and council, who will be given 
power to borrow money ta — build 
bridges (which they cannot do now.) 
They sHould be given, we believe, full

The dele- 
gation suggested to Premier Sifton that 
the Alberta bill should be modelled up- 
on the rural municipalities Dill now 
in foree in Saskatehewan, 

In the course of the discussion yes- 
terday Premier Sifton sought the opin- 
ion of the delegation as to the advis- 
ability of adopting the single tax as 
the basis of the taxation system in the 
proposed rural municipalities, and it 
was decided that the executive should 
make a thorough canvass of the dis- 
triets to ascertain the views of the 
farmers of the province in the matter. 
The alternative proposals are the 
straight single tax, whereby the’ taxes 
will be levied upon Jand values alone, 
or the acreage tax, under which the 
farm located many miles from railroad 
facilities, would be called upon to pay 
as heavily as the farm whieh enjoys 
all those advantages, 

“T have covered the province pretty 
fully in the rural distriets," said Mr, 
Fream to the Capital, ‘and I have made 
a canvass on this subject, and only 
one farmer whom T interviewed declar- 
ed himself in favor of the acreage tax 
as opposed to the tax on land values."

The mill owners Sp raenis the Saskat- 
chewan at Edmonton have everything 
ready to receive the first log drive 
of the season from the lumber camps 
up stream, the advanee guard ef which 
is expected to arrive at the booms in 


the course of the next few days; prob- 


ably’ before the end of the present 
week. The logs in the first drive are 


already in the water, in charge of a 
number of men who left the city for 
the camps some time ago. The main 
body of logs will not arrive until after 
the fifteenth of May, 

Ever since the ice disappeared from 
the river workmen have been engaged 
lashing the immense booms together 
and swinging them into place at differ- 
ent points along the stream. More 
than 20,000,000 feet of logs will be 
disposed of by the local mills this sea- 
son, as in addition to the 15,000,000 
feet cut by the lumbermen during the 
past winter there are 5,000,000 of last 
season's cut of logs that were strand- 
ed in the mouth of Poplar Creek last 
year and made unavailable by the con- 
tinued low water. It is expected that 
these will be floated this year, Be- 
tween fifty and sixty men are employed 
in the camps up stream at the present 
time. They are engaged in getting the 
logs ready for launching in the waters 
of the Saskatchewan on their long 
journey to the Twin Cities. 

Notwithstanding the fact that a 
large amount of time and money have 
been expended on the construction of 
booms at Goose Island Encampment, 
for the storage of logs that cannot 
be taken care of in the booms of: the 
local mills, the booms and the dam at 
the up stream point will be of no use 
whatever to the lumbermen this year, 
Construction work at Goose Isalnd will 
be continued this year under the su- 
pervision of IF. G. Goodspeed, a Do- 
minion government engineer of pub- 
lic Works who has made his headquar- 
ters in the Alberta Block on Jasper 
avenue west, Edmonton. 

The Saskatchewan river cleared of 
ice at a much later date this year than 
last. Not until April 24th, of the 
present season was the ferry across 
the stream at Walter's mill in opera- 
tion. Neither of the river crafts that 
have been moored throughout the win- 
ter al Walter's wharf have yet com- 
meneed navigation and they will not be 
made to slir until there is a marked 
rise in the water. Mr. Walter stated 
yesterday that both boats probably 
Will be in operation before May 24th.

Not The Position 
a Minister of The Crown 
Should Take 


Lest anyone may have been deluded in what Frank Oliver 
meant when he asked for an “investigation,” a glance at his request 
made to the Dominion house: together with the resolution under 
which the investigation was provided for, furnishes pretty convinc- 
ing proof that there is no intention on the part of Edmonton's repre- 
sentative to be investigated if he can avoid it. 

It will be remembered that the allegations against Oliver were 
contained in two newspaper articles, the first one appearing in the 
Telegram without any names and the next one appeariiig in the To- 
ronto World naming Oliver as the man and stating the fact of the 
switch of the C. N. R. land grant. 

‘When Oliver rose to meet the allegations against him he read 
the World excrept and then read the following prepared statement 


to the house: 

“it will be observed that without making a direct statement the 
dispatch gives currency to two Separate rumors. No connection be- 
tween the lfand transaction and my bank account Is alleged. But 
the two paragraphs are placed together for the purpose of creating 
an impression In tho public mind that there is some connection, and 
an improper connection, between them. 

. “So that there may be no misunderstanding, # desire to state 
without equivocation that there is no foundation for such an insinua- 
tion. Jn regard to the land grant the action of the government was 
taken on my recommendation, and I wish to- say that my recommen- 
dation was made in pursuance of what I believed to be good public 
policy and with due regard to the public interest. .No money or 
other consideration was coupled with that recommendation in any 
way. Although no specific charge is made, J desire that the fullest 
opportunity should be given to anybody to lay.such a charge. And 
l therefore ask that a special committee be appointed to hear and to 
inquire Into any charge that may be made In respect to the transac- 
tlon mentioned.” 


Note the fact that Oliver begins by speaking of the attempt to 
suggest a connection between his bank account and the land grant 
and that onwards from that he devotes his entire attention to the 
land grant, making no mention of the bank account as a possible 


subject for investigation. 
Taken in connection with Sir Wilfrid’s resolution, the intention 
is more plain: 

"That a special committee of five members be appointed to 
Investigate the matter of privilege raised by the statement of Hon. 
Mr. Oliver, a member of this house, on Tuesday, the 2nd day of May, 
such committee to have power to send for persons and papers and to 
report from time to time.” 


Note the fact that the resolution confines the investigation to 
“the statement made by Mr. Oliver,” not to the article in the World: 
and thereby cuts out any possibility of the investigaion alluding to 
the source of the $50,0000 and the $19,350. 

On the face of it it is evident that Oliver not only does not in- 
tend to answer the question of “where did the money come from?” 
but that he intends to make it impossible for anyone else to look 


into the question. 
This scarcely looks like the position that a minister of the 
crown who has nothing to hide should take.

Municipalities Bill 
To a delegation of representatives of the local improvement dis- 
tricts of the province who came to ask municipal powers for the rural 


districts, Premier Sifton put the query yesterday as to how, if| 


Alberta is to create county administrations, they would like to raise 
the revenue. 

The question is the first one asked the rural municipalities, and 
it is probably the most important. 

In every western province and state the question of taxation is 
the all-important question of the hour. 

What Premies Sifton wanted to know was whether the delegates 
of the municipalities believe they would be better served by a tax 
on land values or a tax on land acreage. 

This is the question that has been before the public in many 
places in recent years and in every place where it has been given at- 


tention it has been settled in favor of a tax on land values, notwith- 
standing the farmer’s ancient and proverbial hostility to anything 
suggestive of the single tax. 

In Oregon, for instance, where the state legislature has only re- 
cently enacted a municipalities bill, the municipalities are given ab- 
solute local option in matters of taxation» and when a municipal 
council decides that it wants to raise revenue through the land value 
tax it does so by the simple. process of passing a bylaw governing 
the assessment. 

In British Columbia, where their tax system is in some respects 
the most advanced in the world and in others the most archaic, they 
have only recently appointed a tax commissioner to go into the 
whole question of taxation and bring in a report to the provincial 
government, recommending to Dick McBride and his followers a 
system of taxation for the province. 

Some of British Columbia’s tax features, are remarkable in 
their contradictoriness. For instance, B. C. raises a very heavy wild 
land tax—something like 5 per cent.—for the avowed purpose of 
preventing speculation in unimproved land, thereby setting up the 
principle that the taxes should be raised in such a way as to bear on 
speculation, but not on industry. In contradiction with this, how- 
ever, the province raises taxes on the board measure of the cut of 
the saw mills, on the tonnage of the mines, and even on the goods on 
a merchant's shelves, thereby upsetting the whole theory of ex- 
empting industry. The report of the tax commission in B. C. will 
be awaited with considerable interest in this province, where aj 
good many of the conditions are the same. j 

In the province of Saskatchewan, on the other hand, the pro- | 
vince does not levy any direct tax on the resident, depending, as Al- 
berta does, on the Dominion subsidy for the finances to handle the 
province’s business. In its municipalities bill passed at the last 
session: however, Saskatchewan provided that any municipality 
which choose to adopt the land tax as the basis of revenue could do 
so under the act. 

When the legislature of Alberta comes to make its munici- 
palities bill it is altogether likely that the land value will be the basis 
of taxation and that when this province is divided into countries 
and ownships, as the province of Ontario is, the only tax that will 
be collected will be the land tax.
